Branding Goats 


We all had a wonderful time over the holiday season. We 
closed our last revival campaign of 1952 with a good meeting 
in the Randolph Street Baptist Church of Charleston, West 
Virginia, Brother Rooke, an old classmate and warm personal 


friend of mine, is the pastor 


of the church there, Then we 


went*to our home in Murfreesboro, Tennessee, and stayed 
until after Christmas day. Then I went to Wheaton to be in

And as long 
as they live these goats will carry 
the letter “R” on their cheeks to 
identify them as belonging on the 
Bill Rice Ranch. 

Well, we had branded about 
half of the goats and the remain- 
ing ones were getting harder and 
harder to catch. Ed Scott, with his 
two boys, my two boys, Bill III 
(now ten), Pete (eight years old) 
and I made up the tackling team! 
We would spread out hand-to- 
hand and advance upon the goats, 
driving them into a corner.

We Found a Cave—Maybe 


One day Ken Chapman and I 
rode over to the back of the ranch 
to explore a cave. More properly 
speaking We went to see if we had 
discovered a cave. Ken, by the 
way, is Evangelist Kenneth Chap- 
man who is on the Sword Staff of 
Evangelists and who helps on the 
ranch between revival meetings. 
A few days previously the boys 
and I had discovered a big sink- 
hole that had an opening to what 


appeared to be a cave in it. Ken 
and I were going to see. The 


ranch is located in cave country— 
the world famous Mammoth Cave 
is not far away and there are any 
number of fairly large caves in 
our part of the state.

Holding onto the rope and brac- 
ing ourselves against the rocky 
walls, Ken and I made our way 
down. He went first and I fol« 
lowed. From the top we could see 
the bottom of the shaft but when 
Wwe were down in the shaft every- 
thing appeared to be dark around 
us. Through a very foolish mis- 
take I got a hard fall. I thought 
I had reached the bottom of the 
shaft when actually I had only 
reached a little shelf of rock some 
four feet from the bottom. I 
turned loose of the rope and took 
the step that brought me sliding 
off the ledge to land on pointed 
rocks four feet below! I do nof 
care to discuss the extent of my, 
wounds but it was a long time be« 
fore I began using my hip pockets 
again!

But whether or not they 
went back any considerable dise 
tance we could not tell by throw- 
ing rocks and we were afraid to 
walk back into either one for fear 
there might be another drop-off, 


I suppose we could learn some 
kind of a lesson from this, too. It 
is foolish to turn loose the rope 
until one knows he ‘has arrived 
safely at his destination!

Dr. Oswald J. Smith Gives Lec- 
tures on Evangelism at BJU 


GREENVILLE, S. C.—Dr. Os- 
wald J. Smith, pastor of the Peo-

The last of February Dr. Bob 
Jones, Sr., eminent evangelist and 
founder of Bob Jones University, 
returned from an extended evan- 
gelistic tour of Australia and New 
Zealand, When I called him long 
distance about *plans for some of 
the Lord’s business in which we 
work together, Dr. Bob told me 
that he had visited the grave of 
Dr. H. A. Ironside, his old friend, 
and mine, and had put some flow- 
ers on that grave. He had a pic- 
ture of that touching occasion and 
I wanted one; two days later the 
picture came and here it is. 

Dr. H. A. Ironside was born 
October 14, 1876. When first con- 
verted he was active for several 
years in the Salvation Army. 
Then, after deep trouble of heart 
over. his conscious failure to live 
the sinless life of holiness which 
he professed, he came into the 


Jight of full assurance of salvation 


by grace alone, the keeping of 
Christ and His imputed righteous- 
ness. For a good many years he 
was active as an evangelist and 
Bible teacher in the Plymouth 
Brethren movement. Then he be- 
came, for fourteen years, the pas- 
tor of famous Moody Church in 
Chicago, and became world famous 
as a Bible expositor and funda- 
mental Gospel preacher. A little 
before he died he resigned from 
Moody Church. In 1950 he em- 
barked upon a preaching tour of 
Australia and New Zealand. In

Jones College and later Bob Jones 
University. He was there every 
year at the Bible Conference and 
at Commencement. The college 
gave thim the Doctor of Divinity 
degree in 1942, and always he was 
a favorite of Dr. Bob Jones, Sr., 
and the younger Dr. Bob, as well 
as of the faculty and student body.

Where Start? 


There is a great deal of cheap 


and thoughtless talk about the 
Great Commission. Someone, min-

As a 
traveller, I have had the joyful 
privilege of witnessing for Christ 
in Palestine, China, India, on the 
Pacific Ocean, on the Mediter- 
ranean Sea, in Cuba, in Port of 
Spain, Trinidad, in Brazil, in Ar- 
gentina, in Chile, in Colombia, and 
other countries.

Korea... 


The oppressed Korean Church 
welcomed a new missionary so- 
ciety to this needy land this 
month. In the war-ravaged capital 
city of Seoul. The Evangelical] Al- 
liance Mission (TEAM) has set up 
headquarters for &€ new and chal- 
lenging ministry to the 30 million 
souls of this mountainous Oriental 
country. 


TEAM’s decision to enter Korea, 
its fourteenth foreign mission field, 
was made as a result of a survey 
made in September by Japan mis- 
sionaries George Martin, Ken Mc- 
Vety and Tom Watson, Jr. Inter- 
viewing Korean pastors, Christians 
and missionaries in Pusan, Taegu 
and Seoul, these men learned of 
multiplied thousands of villages 
as yet unevangelized. They heard 
a unanimous cry for more mis- 
sionaries and for Korean language 
Christian literature. They found 
endless opportunities for Bible 
classes, street meetings, student 
work, child evangelism and other 
special ministries.

I- have heard my uncle tell of 
his” homecoming after the four 
years’ absence and struggle in the 
Confederate Army during the Civ- 
il War. I saw a letter the other 
day from a man in the Texas 
Penitentiary who was now eligible 
for parole and so expected to 
be .released after many years of 
iniprisonment. The eagerness with 
which he awaited the day when 
he would go free was tremendous- 
ly moving. I remember the day 


when we soldiers in the camp 
knew that the first World War 
had ended on November 11, 1918. 
What laughing and crying and 
praising and rejoicing! Horns and 
whistles blew, bells rang, wash 


tubs were tied on behind automo- 
biles, and every noise-making de- 
vice men could think of Were used 
to express our tremendous relief 
that the war, the bloodshed, sepa- 
ration from loved ones, the dark 
uneertainties were finished, or 
soon would be! I have read of the 
escape from Devil’s Island of a 
convict who had spent most of his 
adult years there. These things 
can only picture faintly the tre- 
meéndous relief, the joy unspeak- 
able that our Saviour must have 
felt when the suffering, the exile 
from Heaven and the weakness of

ead again our text, but with it 
the two preceding verses: 


After this, Jesus knowing that 
al& things were now accomplished, 
that the Scripture might be ful- 
filled, saith, I thirst. Now there 
was set a vessel full of vinegar: 
agd they filled a spunge with vine- 
g4Gr, and put it woon hyssop, and 
pet it to his mouth. When Jesus 
therefore had received the vinegar, 
h@ said, It is finished: and he bow- 
his head, and gave up the 
ost.” John 19-28-30. 
Jesus in His dying thirst, with 
the blood draining away from His 
dy, said, “I thirst!” Then they 
dipped a sponge in vinegar and 
spe Him vinegar to drink. That, 
e way, seemed to cap all the 
indignities heaped upon Him. 
Séme commentators have thought 
that the vinegar and gall first 
given Him when He was nailed on 
a cross and the vinegar given 
im just before His death, were 
geven in mercy and to ease His 
pgin, but that does not seem like- 
ly The above verses indicate that 
te vinegar had some spiritual 
meaning, and that Jesus said, “I 
thirst,” in order that the Scrip- 
tures might be fulfilled. When 
sft had sipped that vinegar, He 


sdid “It is finished!’’ Surely that 
sg@ur vinegar represented all the 
k ess and goodness of the hu- 
n race turned sour, fermented 
afd bitter. It seems to me that 
vinegar must have pictured all 
that is in ‘mankind gone sour, 
Spoiled, decayed, and _ turned 
against Jesus and God. When 
kind offered the Lord Jesus 
rist vinegar in His dying thirst, 
was the last expression of hu- 
hatred against God, the deep- 
egt-dyed manifestation of human 
ickedness and spite against the 
dness and holiness of God and 
s Son! 
Do you need new evidence of 
wickedness of humankind? 
en read again the Gospels. See 
wv men hated Jesus Christ with- 
otit a cause. See how they hated 
Him for casting out devils, hated 
a for healing the sick, hated 
for restoring sight to the 
blind, hated Him for doing good. 
Then He cast out devils, He was 
lied Beelzebub, the prince of 
iis. When He taught them of 
d His Father, He was called a 
asphemer. Because He ate with 
ners and loved them and for- 
ve them, He was called a glut- 
ton and a winebibber. He did good 


and no evil. He helped men and 
never wronged one. He spake as 
never man spake. He made the 
winds and waves obey Him. -He 
raised the dead. Not once did any 
man ever convict Him of sin. Yet 
the hatred against Christ grew in 
violence until it could not be sat- 
isfied without the death of Christ, 
and the death to be accompanied 
by unlimited torture! 


Do you want to see how wicked 


is this human race? Then set 
down among us a pure and holy 
One, God’s own Son, blameless 


and pure, doing and saying only 
what every man ought to do and 
say, perfection incarnate, good- 
ness personified. And one would 
find that in any age, and among 
any people, the Lord Jesus would 
be hated with an awful hatred 
that could only be expressed in 
torture and murder as it was ex- 
pressed before. 


In all ages some men have shak- 
en their futile fists at God and 
cursed Him. In all ages some have 
dared God to do His worst, claim- 
ing that they were ‘masters of 
their fate and captains of their 
soul’ as one blasphemer put it. 
There have been Ingersolls, Vol- 
taires, Hitlers, Stalins, and Neros. 
But none of these could ever ex- 
press mankind’s hatred for God. 
All the bloodshed on all the bat- 
tlefields of all the wars of all ages 
have not shown forth man’s wick- 


edness like the blood that was 
poured out at Calvary! All the 
indignities, all the debauchery, all 


the raping of innocent girls, all 
the starving of civilian population, 
all the bombing and strafing and 
torpedoing of non-combatants of 
the World War, do not show so 
perfectly man’s insatiable wicked- 
ness, man’s hatred for God, man’s 
bent to sinning, as what they did 
to Jesus Christ shows them. When 
He ministered among men and 
then was betrayed, denied, tried, 
condemned, crucified, and tormen- 
ted and mocked while He died, 
that showed what men would do 
to God if they could. 


Never before nor since could} 


men spit on God, as they spat on 
Christ who was God made flesh. 
Mankind would never have anoth- 
er chance to nail God to a cross of 
wood, to pluck out God’s beard, 
to scourge His holy back with the 
Roman cat-of-nine-tails. Never in 
God’s universe, except when God 
the Son was crucified, could men 
do what they would like to do 
with God. This is the depth of hu- 
man iniquity. This is the ultimate 
in depravity. This is the blackest 
sin, the most shameless spite, the 
most horrible godlessness human 
hands and voices and wills and 
emotions have ever had a chance 
to reveal! When Jesus died, all 
human wickedness was revealed 
for what it really is: a hatred for 
God, a reviling of mercy, a scorn 
of His love. 

Let this teach us, then, that 
there is no sin to be compared to 
the sin of rejecting Christ. A race 
that hates Jesus Christ and cru- 
cifies Him, or the individuals who 
learn of His love and His atoning 
death for sinners and still reject 
Him, have reached the lowest 
depth of sin. For when men had 
done their worst, Jesus said, “It 
is finished!” What could be added 
to such sin to make it worse? 


‘ When Jesus died, even the Phar- 
isees and Scribes and elders had 
been sated with, the torture, the 
agony, the blood of the Saviour. 
They had cursed Him, blasphemed 
Him, laughed at Him, spit upon 
Him, plucked out His _ beard, 
gnashed upon Him with their 
teeth, railed at Him. Now when 
they gave him vinegar for the last 
time, they were done. They went 
to the governor, Pilate, and beg- 
ged him to break the legs of all 
three who were crucified there 
and take their bodies down from 
the cross. They were like beasts of 
prey with full bellies who have 
lapped up the blood and gorged 
on the flesh and gnawed the bones 
of their victims until they cannot 
eat more, and they slink away to 
sleep. So these wicked Pharisees, 
so these howling thousands, so 
these hardened soldiers have had 
enough of the torment of Jesus. 
They can think of no further in- 
dignities, no further pains they 
could inflict upon Him. Their 


minds are sated, their anger 
cooled. So the Pharisees hasten 
piously to their homes to partake 
of the rite of the Passover Sup- 
per, little thinking they them- 
selves had seen God’s only Pass- 
over Lamb die. The multitude de- 
parts to other scenes and other 
pleasures, worn out by the excite- 
ment and the hot feelings of the 
long day. The soldiers are ready 
to kill these convicted ones, see 
the bodies removed, pick up the 
garments they have divided among 
themselves and depart. So Jesus 
shouted, “It is finished!’ And I 
think He meant, surely, that man’s 
awful wickedness had made its 
final and deepest expression in all 
the world. 


And so today the man who mur- 
ders has not reached the depths 
of sin. The woman who is a harlot 
has not gone the lowest that a 
woman can go. The poor victim 
of dope, the drunkard, the convict 
—these are not the worst of sin- 
ners nor the most to be pitied nor 
the surer of Hell. No, one who re- 
jects Jesus Christ puts himself 
with those who crucified the Son 
of God and is guilty of the vilest 
Sin that human beings can com- 
mit. To deliberately turn away 
from Jesus Christ, to deny Him 
the heart’s love and devotion, to 
deny Him the surrender and trust 
which are His due is the lowest 
depths to which a wicked human 
heart can descend. When a soul, of 
his own choice, rejects the Saviour 
and becomes a participant in His 
torment and His death, then hu- 
man sin has reached its worst, and 
the fullest expression of human 
Sin is finished. The portrayal of 
man’s wickedness, the outbreaking 
of his hate toward God is finished 
in the death of Christ. 

The way Jesus died proved that 
He had to die, that there was no 
other way to save a race so de- 
praved, so fallen, so sinful. The 
revelation of man’s sin was fin- 
ished when Jesus died. 


Ill. The Wrath Of God On All 
The Sins Committed To 
Jesus, Was Finished 


The saddest part of the cruci- 
fixion for the Lord Jesus, no 
doubt, was the fact that He be- 
came, for the time being, a sinner 
in His Father’s sight. First Peter 
2:24 says that He “his own self 
bare our sins in his own body on 
the tree.” It is not that Jesus 
bore the penalty of our sins alone 
but that He bore the sins them- 
selves. When JesuS died on the 
cross for our sins, in actual fact 
it was the innocent dying for the 
guilty, but in the mind and heart 
of God, and in the mind of Jesus 
Himself, it was in some sense, the 
Guilty One bearing His own sins. 
God looked upon His Son as if 
He were a sinner, and Jesus felt 
Himself forsaken of the Father, 
as any wicked sinner dying and 
going to Hell would properly feel 
himself forsaken of God. 

Second Corinthians 5:21. says, 
“For he hath made him to be sin 
for us, who knew no sin; that we 
might be made the righteousness 
of God in him.” So the Father 
made Jesus to be sin. Thus God 
can look upon us as those He had 
made actually righteous. We are 
accounted righteous now when we 
are not. But eventually, when the 
work of the cross is completed, we 
will actually be righteous like 
Christ. God does not look upon 
us believers as poor vile sinners 
who ought to be in Hell, sinners 
whom He has only condescended 
to save for His Son’s sake. No, 
rather He looks upon us as dear 
and righteous and good, as His 
own beloved children, since we 
have been made righteous in His 
sight in the death of His Son in 
our stead. 

The most horrible thing about 
the crucifixion was not the physi- 
cal sufferings. Other men have 
died, have died horribly, have been 
tortured, broken on the _ rack, 


have been crucified. But Jesus 
suffered for us what no other 
being ever could suffer, in that 
He actually bore our sins, as well 
as the penalty for our sins. 


When the climax of the cruci- 
fixion came, fulfilling the pro- 
phecy of Psalm 22:1, Jesus cried 
out, “My God, my God, why hast 
thou forsaken me?” In that twen- 
ty-second Psalm, the heart-cry of 
Jesus on the cross is further re- 
vealed. Verses 1 and 2 there give 
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us the rest of the prayer of Jesus: 
“Why art thou so far from helping 
me and from the words of my 
roaring? O my God, I cry in the 
daytime, but thou hearest not; 
and in the night season, and am 
not silent.” That prayer, prophes- 
jed hundreds of years before the 
crucifixion, tells us that Jesus 
prayed to the Father during the 
three hours of the light, (“in the 
daytime”) when He was on the 
cross, and He continued to cry 
through the three hours of dark- 
ness, (“the night season’). But 
God did not hear! The prayers of 
Jesus on the cross were the 
prayers suitable to a wicked dying 
sinner coming to his just end. 


_That prayer was addressed to God, 


not.as “Father,” but as “My God.” 
On the cross Christ could not 
count Himself the Son of God, but 
must count Himself a sinner. And 
God the-Father turned His head 
away, and though the Father's 
heart was broken the same as the 
Son's, He could not hear Him 
pray. This is the only time that 
Jesus ever-prayed and was not 
heard. And the reason is that here 
He was taking the part of a poor 
doomed, ~“Hell-deserving sinner, 
with all the sins of the world upon 
Him, Hence the tragic cry, “My 
God, my God, why hast thou 
forsaken me?’’ God forsook Jesus, 
as a vile sinner dying in his sins 
ought to be forsaken. 

But before Jesus died on the 
cross, the wrath of God on His 
own Son, in the sinner’s place, 
was finished. Jesus felt Himself 
out from under the _ Father’s 
wrath. Jesus felt anew the flood- 
tides of the father’s presence! He 
cried with a loud voice, “It is fin- 
ished!” The wrath of God against 
His Son, as one who was-legally 
a sinner, was all done. With this 
thought in mind, we can under- 
stand Luke 23:46, ‘“‘And when Je- 
sus had cried with a loud. voice 
[He cried, ‘It is finished’] he said, 
Father, into thy hands I commend 


my spirit; and having said thus, he 


gave up the ghost.” When Jesus 
was, dying -with the sins ofthe 
world upon Him, when He talked 
to God He had to say, ““My God,” 
because He could not say, “My 
Father.” But now that He has 
cried, “It is finished,’’ He can also 
say, “Father, into thy hands I 
commend my spirit.” Before it 
was finished, Jesus had to Say, 
“My God.” After it was finished, 
He could say, “Father,” 

Surely Jesus had this in mind 
when He shouted with such a loud 
voice, “It is finished,” before He 
gave up His spirit. God’s wrath 
on sin, as borne by His Son, it 
finished! 

Sinners who do not lay their 
sins on Jesus, by faith, accepting 
Him as their Sin-bearer, their 
atoning Saviour, must meet their 
own sins in Hell and judgment. All 
who go without Christ to death 
must go under the fearful wrath 
of God and meet His avenging, 
righteous indignation against their 
sin. But how I thank God I can 
say it, all the sins left to Jesus 
to settle for with God have been 
already settled for, and God's 
wrath on those sins is Satisfied 
and finished. 


AV. The Ceremonial Sacrifices 
And Priesthood Were Finished 
When Jesus Died 


Colossians 2:14-17 tells us that 
the handwriting of ordinances 
(the ceremonial law) was nailed 
«to the cross of Christ and that 
“they are not binding on us; that 
the laws concerning what was 
ceremonial clean to eat or to 
drink, ceremonial holy days, new 
moons, and sabbaths, are not re- 
quired of us. We are not to be 
judged by them. All these were 
the shadow; but the body ig 
Christ! When Christ was cruci- 
fied, these shadows and types and 
symbols were done away. 


The week of the crucifixion Je- 
sus grieved over Jerusalem and 
said, “O Jerusalem, Jerusalem, 
thou that killest the prophets, and 
Stonest them which are sent unto 
thee, how often would I have 
gathered thy children together, 


"even as a hen gathereth her chick- 
_ ens’ under her wings, and ye would 


not! Behold your house is left un- 


" A geeena wegolac” (Matt. 23:37, 38). 
~- “The. temple was to be left deso- 


late! When Jesus died, there was 


no more use for priestly ceremon- 
ies and animal sacrifices. Christ, 
the High Priest, had come Him- 
self to be our mediator! Christ, 
the Lamb of God, had been, Him- 
self, offered to pay for our sins! 
This passing of the temple as a 
central and essential place of wor- 
ship was indicated before by the 
Saviour in John 4:21,23, when He 
said, ““Woman, believe me, the 
hour cometh, when ye shall nei- 
ther in this mountain, nor yet at 
Jerusalem, worship the Father... .. 
But the hour cometh, and now is, 
when the true worshippers shall 
worship the Father in spirit and 
in truth: for the Father seeketh 
such to worship him.” When the 
temple was left desolate, Jerusa- 
lem with all the ceremonies and 
types that pictured the coming of 
Christ, was no longer an appoint- 
ed and necessary place of worship. 
They are finished and needed no 
more. Regarding them, Jesus said, 
“It is finished!” Let us remember 
that for centuries all the animal 
sacrifices ever offered by divine 
authority were only types and pic- 
tures of the Saviour who one day 
would come, The blood of bulls 
and goats could never take away 
sin. 
Hebrews 10:11-18 says: 


“And every priest standeth daily 
ministering and offering often 
times the same sacrifices, which 
can never take away sins: But 
this man, after he had offered one 
sacrifice for sins forever, sat down 
on the right hand of God; From 
henceforth expecting till his ene- 
mies be made his footstool. For 
by one offering he hath perfected 
for ever them that are sanctified. 
Whereof the Holy Ghost also is a 
witness to us: for after that he 
had said before, This is the cove- 
nant that I will make with them 
after those days, saith the Lord, I 
will put my laws into their hearts, 
and in their minds will I write 
them; And their sins and iniquities 
will I remember no more. Now 
where remission of these is, there 
is no more offering for sin.” 

The priests of the Old Testa- 
ment day by day continually of- 
fered sacrifices that could never 
take. away sins. Christ “offered 
one sacrifice for sins for ever,” 
and then sat down because His 
work was finished. Then verse 14 
tells us, “For by one offering he 
hath perfected for ever them that 
are sanctified.” 

Then verse 18 tells us, “Now 
where remission of these is, there 
is no more offering for sin.”’ Hence 
there will never be any reason for 
other sacrifices for sin. Our Ro- 
man Catholic friends who “elevate 
the host” and think that Catholic 
priests offer again a sacrifice ac- 
ceptable to God in the mass, are 
mistaken. They say that the bread 
actually becomes the body of Je- 
sus, and that the wine actually be- 
comes the blood of Jesus, and that 
these are offered anew in the sac- 
rifice. But thanks be to God, since 
Jesus died and sins are remitted, 
“there is no more offering for sin.” 
And again in the same chapter, 
verse 26 says, “There remaineth 
nd more sacrifice for sins.” All 
sacrifices meant to atone for sin 
are now out of date. Concerning 
all such things Jesus cried, “It is 
finished,’”’ when He had paid the 
price in full and fulfilled all the 
types and shadows and ended 
them all. It is as much presump- 
tion to offer bread and wine as a 
sacrifice representing Jesus Christ, 
as it would be to offer a lamb ona 
Jewish altar now, since Jesus has 
died. 

It is equally true that priests 
are out of date since Jesus, the 
great High Priest, came to fulfill 


the types and shadows of the’ 


priesthood. If there are no Ssacri- 
fices to offer, then there is no 
need for a priest. In Hebrews 4: 
14-16 is this blessed exhortation: 

“Seeing then that we have a 
great high priest, that is passed in- 
to the heavens, Jesus the Son of 
God, let us hold fast our profes- 
sion. For we have not an ‘high 
priest which cannot be touched 
with the feeling of our infirmities; 
but was in all points tempted like 


ras we are, yet without sin. Let us 
‘therefore come boldly unto the 


throne of grace, that we may ob- 


tain mercy, and find grace to help. 


in time of need.” 


I need no Jewish priest at smok- 


ing altars, offering lambs and bul- 
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locks and goats and pigeons. 
Christ, my high priest, has of- 


fered His own blood in the Holy 
of Holies in Heaven and now sits 
at the right hand of God. He ever 
liveth to make intercession for us 
according to the will of God. Like- 
wise I need no Catholic priest to 
offer the mass or administer ex- 
treme unction or other so-called 
“sacraments.” Christ is my high 
priest. And I need no Virgin Mary 
to intercede with Christ. There 
are no saints to whom I need to 
pray. “For Christ is the end of 
the law for righteousness to every 
one that believeth’ (Rom. 10:4). 
He is the end of the sacrifices of 
the law, the end of the priests of 
the law. All these are finished 
when Jesus died. All believers are 
priests now, in the sense that all 
have a right to pray. But no one 
now is needed as a priest for oth- 
ers besides Jesus Christ. 


I do not know whether or not 
thene were other sacrifices offered 
in the temple after Jesus died, 
though I suppose there were, until 
Titus destroyed the temple in A. 
D. 70. But I know that those sac- 
rifices were not acceptable to God. 
He had already received the one 
sacrifice that forever puts away 
sin. So when Jesus died, He cried 
aloud, “It is finished!” The sacri- 
fices, the priesthood are finished. 


VY. Eternal Salvation - For 
Every Believer Was 
Finished When 
Jesus Died 


All over the world people are 
trying to DO something for their 
salvation, trying to pay their way 
to Heaven, trying to appease God. 
One school of thought says that 
when a man is saved he is only 
saved conditionally, he is put on 
probation, his salvation still de- 
pends upon his “holding out faith- 
ful unto the end.” 

I have just reviewed quotations 
I found in a Sunday School quar- 
terly, claiming to tell the way of 
salvation. That Sunday School 
quarterly says that to become a 
Christian, one must believe Jesus 
Christ is the Son of God, must re- 
pent of all past sins, must be bap- 


tized, must make public confession | 
of Christ, and that after this to be/@_ 
a Christian means that “one must 


live a life conformed in thought, 


feeling, purpose, word, and -deed} 


to the will of Christ as expressed 
in the teachings of God’s Word.” 
Remember that the writer is de- 
liberately telling how to be a 
Christian and how to stay a Chris- 
tian. Then the quarterly continues, 
that after one has done all these 
things to get to be a Christian, we 
are told that he has “the promise 
of a home in Heaven throughout 
the limitless ages of eternity, to 
those who are faithful in the prac- 
stice of all the Christian duties de- 
volving upon the members of the 
church of Christ, until the hour 
of death.’ But even that is not all. 
The writer goes into more detail; 


that if one hopes to get to Heaven | 


there are five particular duties he 
must observe each Sunday: He 


must teach or be taught the Word 


of God, he must sing, he must give, 
must. observe the Lord’s Supper, 
and join in public prayer. All these 


things one must do to be : saved, | 


the writer says. How far from 
God’s way of salvation! 

All this is a “‘do,” “‘do,”’ “do” re- 
ligion. People hope to get saved by 
doing. People who think they are 


saved only temporarily and are on: 


probation, hope to stay saved by 


keeping on doing. How contrary } 


to the Bible! 
Jesus cried with a loud voice be-

therefore, a vital and fundamen- 


tal question. That settled, all 
other things relating to it are 
settled. 


Not only so—and I pray you to 
mark this statement— if the sat- 
isfactory determination of the in- 
spiration of the Bible lies beyond 
the reach of 


the average busy 
man, on account of either the 
vastness or complexity of the 
question, that is equivalent to 


making it a question which can- 
not be solved. For if, indeed, the 
nature or extent of the investiga- 
tion of the subject of its inspira- 
tion renders a proper and timely 
solution possible to experts only, 
that alone destroys all its claims 
to inspiration. Hence there must 
be some simple and easy way of 
ascertainment and of assurance 
upon this point, or revelation can- 
not be revelation. 

You may confidently assume 
that if a God of wisdom and love 
and power saw fit to reveal not 
merely important, but vital, mat- 


ters to His creatures that He 
would not defeat the purpose of 
that revelation by putting the 
proofs of its being a revelation 
beyond the reach of the people 
who most need the assurance of 
that proof. Any proposed method 
of settling the question of the in- 
spiration of the Bible which con- 
fessedly restricts its proof to a 
learned few may, therefore, be at 
once-rejected, without any hesita- 
tion. I submit a simple method: 


The Resurrection of Christ, 
the Basic Proof of 
Christianity 

All the claims of the Old Testa- 
ment part of our Bible to be the 
inspired Word of God may rest 
upon the proof of one historical 
fact, namely, its foretold Messiah 
has come. And all the claims of 
the New Testament part of our 
Bible to be the inspired Word of 
God certainly rest on the proof of 
another simple historical fact, 
namely, that Jesus of Nazareth, 
claiming to be the Messiah of the

fore He gave up His spirit, “It is 
finished!” Oh, surely He cried 
aloud, so loud that all the people 
who hope to be saved by the deeds 
of the law of righteousness can 
hear it if they will. Salvation is al- 
ready finished! The righteousness 
of Christ is accounted to every 
one who will depend upon the 
blood He shed and the death He 
died, the price He paid on Calvary. 

Reader, do you know the differ- 
ence between salvation by work 
and salvation by grace? Then re- 
member that “Not by works of 
righteousness which we have done, 
but according to his mercy he 
saved us” (Titus 3:5). Remember 


that Ephesians 2:8, 9, tells us, 


“For by grace are ye _ saved 
through faith; and that not ye of 
yourselves: it is the gift of God: 


boast.” Praise God for salvation 
already finished, a salvation pur- 
chased by the blood of Christ and 
not by works of man. When Jesus 
died, “By one offering he hath per- 
fected forever them that are sanc- 
tified.”’ Christ paid for all my sins 
of the past (it was before I was 
born, before I ever sinned). But 
that offering also paid for all the 
sins of the future. Christ will nev- 
er die again. He will never need 
to die again for my sins. And I 
will never need to die for them 
either, because when He died once, 
that settled the matter for ever. 
Here is a perfect salvation, al- 
ready provided, already paid for, 
offered free to all who will have 
it. 

What must I do to be saved 
then? The jailor asked it in Acts 
16:30. Paul and Silas answered in 
Acts 16:31, “Believe on the Lord 
Jesus Christ, and thou shalt be 
saved.” Trust the matter with 
Jesus! And when you turn your 
soul over to Jesus for salvation, 
“It is finished!” There is nothing 
more to pay, nothing more to do. 
Let Jesus give you this free sal- 
vation which He finished when He 
died on Calvary. 

God is not trying to sell salva- 
tion. He is offering it free. God is 
not trying to get you to save your- 
self. He is offering to save you 
Himself, to give you the perfect 
salvation based on the finished 
work of Christ. 

When Hudson Taylor, the foun- 
der of the China Inland Mission, 
was fifteen, he was reading a book 
that mentioned, ‘‘the finished work 
of Christ.” The Holy Spirit re- 
vealed to Him in a moment how 
easy it was to be saved since all 
the work of salvation was fin- 
ished, and it was offered free. 
Then and there he gave himself 
to Christ. No more did he try to 
find God by weeping and praying 
and doing good deeds and subdu- 
ing his evil impulses and trying to 
be faithful. He simply accepted 
“the finished work of Christ.” I 
pray that you may do the same 
today, dear reader, if you do not 
already know that your sins are 
forgiven, and if you do not already 
possess this salvation which is fin- 
ished. 

It is finished! That is what Je- 


sus meant in John 5:24, “He that 
heareth my word, and believeth on 
him that sent me, hath everlast- 
ing life, and shall not come into 
condemnation; but is passed from 
death unto life.” 


This salvation that is already 
finished is of God’s grace, not of 
man’s works. 

A finished salvation is free, not 
earned. 

A finished salvation is instanta- 
neous the moment you trust Christ 
and receive it. 

A finished salvation is an ever- 
lasting salvation. It is like a piece 
of furniture for which cash has 
been paid and there is nothing due 
upon it. No furniture van will 
ever back up to the door to re- 
possess that furniture because 
some installment had not been 
met! There are no more install- 
ments to be met on a salvation 
which is finished! When Jesus died, 
the entire transaction was settled, 
the salvation was finished. Now 
all a sinner has to do is with a 
penitent heart receive it by faith. 

Dear friend, if you have never 
been surely saved, will you take 
this salvation today? Will you be- 
lieve that when Jesus died, He 
paid for your own salvation, that 
the transaction between God and 
Christ is finished, that your re- 
demption is purchased, and that 
you may have it freely and for 
ever, beginning the moment you 
accept Jesus as your sin-bearer 
and Saviour? If you will accept 
Christ, I suggest that you sign 
the decision below and then copy 
it in a letter. Or if you prefer, 
write me in your own words. But 
today, decide for Christ, depend 
upon Him, accept this finished 
salvation and let me know it. How 
glad I will be to hear about it. 
And I will write you a personal 
letter of encouragement and in- 
struction.

Old Testament, 
the dead. 


We may safely conclude that 
all claims of Old Testament in- 
spiration rest upon the proof of 
one historical fact, namely, that 
its foretold Messiah has come. But 
if Jesus of Nazareth be not this 
Old Testament Messiah, no other 
Jew need set up a claim. It will 
not be denied that He claimed to 
be the Messiah. Nor will it be 
denied that He testified on oath 
before God in the most solemn 
manner, when adjured by the high 
priest, that He was that Messiah. 


We now proceed to show that 
all New Testament claims of in- 
spiration rests upon the proof of 
another simple historical fact, 
namely, that Jesus of Nazareth, 
claiming to be the Messiah of the 
Old Testament, God manifest in 
the flesh, did arise from the dead. 

He himself, while living, and in 
answer to a direct challenge of 
His claim, appointed as the one 
supreme test of that claim that 
after they put Him to death He 
would arise from the dead. 


It is, therefore, quite needless 
to multiply or to complicate is- 
sues. All controversies between 
Christians upon the one hand and 
the opposers of Christianity, of 
whatever name, throughout the 
universe, on the other hand, may 
be narrowed to one decisive bat- 
tlefield. The whole case compacts 
itself as a single kernel into one 
nutshell of historical fact. If Jesus 
of Nazareth rose from the dead at 
the date previously assigned by 
himself, and as a proof of His 
claim, then He is no impostor nor 
a deluded enthusiast. God would 
not raise from the dead one who 
made such a blasphemous claim, 
one who was an impostor. So that 
if He did rise from the dead He is 
divine, the perfect God-Man. If 
He be deity, just one word from 
Him authenticated the inspiration 
of both Testaments. The Testa- 
ments being inspired by that fact 
become the supreme standard of 
human conduct and creed and 
thought by which the world will 
be judged and eternal destiny 
fixed. 


Jesus Himself Promised the 
Resurrection As Sign of 
His Deity 

Let us, therefore, glance rapid- 
ly at the proof that He Himself, 
while living, did propose this test, 
and that the challenge was ac- 
cepted, and that the demonstra- 
tion did come in the way claimed. 
I will read six distinct statements 
of this proposed issue at different 
periods of His life here upon the 
earth, the first early in His min- 
istry, the last at the close of His 
ministry. This proves that it was 
no afterthought, but that from 
the beginning He recognized this 
to be the crucial point upon which 
all of His claims depended. 

1. When early in His ministry 
He came suddenly to His temple, 
in fulfillment of prophecy, and 
when by virture of the authority 
claimed He scourged from that 
temple the robbers and thieves 
who held it, when they demanded 
a sign of His authority. I read it 
from John 2:18-22: — 

“Then answered the Jews and 
said unto him, What sign shewest 
thou unto us, seeing that thou 
doest these things? Jesus answer- 
ed and said unto them, Destroy 
this temple, and in three days I 
will raise it up. Then said the 
Jews, Forty and six years was this 
temple in building, and wilt thou 
rear it up in three days? But he 
spake of the temple of his body. 
When therefore he was risen from 
the dead, his disciples remember- 
ed that he had said this unto 
them; and they believed the scrip- 
ture, and the word which Jesus 
had said,” 

It is admitted that when here 
He first set forth His test, they 
misappreheneded His language. 

2. 1 now read the next instance 
in the order of time, and from 
Matthew 12:38-40. He is now in 
Galilee and not in Jerusalem. 

“Then certain of the scribes and 
the Pharisees answered, saying, 
Master, we would see a sign from 
thee. But he answered and said 
unto them, An evil and adulterous 
generation seeketh after a sign; 
and there shall no sign be given 
to it, but the sign of the prophet 
Jonts: For as Jonas was three 
days and three nights im the 
whale’s belly; so shall the Son of 
man be three days and three 


has risen from 


nights in the heart of the earth.” 
This time they did not misun- 
derstand Him, as will be clearly 
shown later. 
3. I cite the next instance in 
which the test was presented, 
reading Matthew 16:21: 


“From that time forth Jesus 
began to shew unto his disciples, 
how that he must go unto Jerusa- 
lem, and suffer many things of 
the elders and chief priests and 
scribes, and be killed, and be rais- 
ed again the third day.” 


Mark’s record and Luke’s record 
accord exactly with this record by 
Matthew. This time the test was 
not proposed to His enemies, but 
to His friends, to His disciples, but 
through His disciples the know- 
ledge of it rapidly reached His 
enemies. 


4. In the order of history I read 
the next instance from Matthew 
17322, 23: 

“And while they abode in Gali- 
lee, Jesus said unto them, The 
Son of man shall be betrayed into 
the hands of men: And they shall 
kill him, and the third day he shall 
be raised again, And they were ex- 
ceeding sorry.” 

o. I read the next presentation 
of the test in the order of the his- 
tory, and this time from John 10: 
18, 19. He ‘had just told them that 
He was the good shepherd, and 
would lay down his life for the 
sheep, adding the significant state- 
ment: 

“No man taketh it from me, but 
I lay it down of myself. I have 
power to lay it down, and I have 
power to take it again. This com- 
mandment have I received of my 
Father. There was a division there- 
fore again among the Jews for 
these sayings.” 

6. I cite the next instance. This 
time Matthew, Mark and Luke all 
record it. I read from Matthew 
20 :17-19: 

“And Jesus going up to Jeru- 
salem took the twelve disciples 
apart in the way, and said unto 
them, Behold, we go up to Jeru- 
salem; and the Son of man shaa 
be betrayed unto the chief priests 
and unto the scribes, and they 
shall condemn him to death, And 
shall deliver him to the Gentiles 
to mock, and to scourge, and to 
crucify him: and the third day he 
shall rise again.” 


Christ’s Enemies Understood 
That He Promised to Rise 


After these citations it is neces- 
sary to show you ‘how this pro- 
posed test, that is, the proof of one 
historical fact, was considered by 
His enemies. 

I now read from Matthew 27:39, 
40. He was hanging on the cross. 
He has been delivered up, and they 
are putting Him to death, and 
while He is dying they say this: 

“And they that passed by railed 
on him, wagging their heads, And 
saying, Thou that destroyest the 
temple, and buildest it in three 
days, save thyself.” 

I submit a much more conclu- 
Sive statement. He is now dead. 
Those who have had charge of His 
execution ‘have officially certified 
that He is dead. His ‘body ‘has been 
taken down from the cross, pro- 
nounced dead by the official exe- 
cutioner, received as dead by His 
friends, both hands and feet pierc- 
ed and a spear driven into His 
heart; cold and dead, and He had 


been put in the grave ‘and an im-- 
mense stone rolled to the mouth 
of that sepulchre. I read from 
Matthew, 27:62-66: 


“Now on the morrow, which is 
the day after the Preparation, the 
chief priests and the Pharisees 
were gathered together unto Pit- 
late, saying Sir, we remember that 
that deceiver said while he was 
yet alive, After three days I will 
rise again. Command therefore 
that the sepulchre be made sure 
until the third day, lest haply 
his disciples come and steal him 
away, and say unto the people, He 
is risen from the dead: and the 
last error will be worse than the 
first. Pilate said unto them, Ye 
have a guard: Go, make it as sure 
as ye can. So they went, and made 
the sepulchre sure, sealing the 
stone, the guard being with them” 
(RV). 

Now I submit to you if I have 
not proved from this book that 
while ‘He was alive He Himself 
rested all of His claims upon the 
proof of one historical fact, and 
that He gave this as the sign, and 
that the challenge was accepted 
by His enemies? They understood 
its significance. They did not,un- 
derstand the resurrection of the 
dead, as some moderns claim, to 
mean regeneration. They did not 
understand it to mean the deliver- 
ance of the soul from the body at 
the dissolution of the body. They 
understood it to apply to the body 
and not to the soul. They brought 
no word to Pilate-as to the where- 
abouts of His disembodied soul. 
They sought not to seal up the 
gate that hides the invisible world. 
They sealed a grave. They estab- 
lished a guard to see that the 
body should not be wrested from 
the grave, They understood His 
test to be that His body, put to 
death upon the cross, Would rise 
from the dead upon the third day, 
and any man who talks about the 
resurrection meaning any other 
thing does violence to the literal, 
primary ‘and commonly accepted 
signification of the Word, and ad- 
vertises himself as incompetent to 
deal with a critical question. 


The Clear-Cut Issue of the 
Empty Tomb: Let Us 
Face It — 

Now, let us see Where we stand. 
First, aceording to these records, 
there was a Jew named Jesus of 
Nazareth who claimed to be the 
Messiah of the Old Testament; 
second, that the scribes and the 
Pharisees disputed His claim, de- 
manding a sign; third, that He, 
while living, repeatedly to His

one day have to be put. His asy- 
lum was made for the Devil and 
his angels; but since it is the only 
one He has, therefore the spirit- 
ually insane have to be sent>to it. 


Have you ever visited an asy- 
lum? Have you ever seen the in- 
sane? I have. One sits thinking, 
thinking. Another continually 
weeps. Others wail aloud and 
gnash their teeth. Their brains 
have been deranged. They are not 
themselves. Hence they suffer, 
suffer in an indescribable way, 
and there «is very little that can 
be done for them. 


God’s asylum is called Gehenna, 
and it is mentioned twelve times 


in the New Testament Scriptures; 


eleven times by Christ Himself 
and once by James. John calls it 
the Lake of Fire and the Second 
Death. I have called it the Mad- 
house of the Universe. 


This asylum is a place of con- 
scious suffering. Such words as 
fire, weeping, wailing, the gnash- 
ing of teeth, are used to describe 
it. Fire burns. People do not weep 
when they are happy, nor do they 
wail unless they are miserable. 
When they gnash their teeth they 
must be suffering real pain. 


So terrible is it that Jesus re- 
commended the loss of hand, foot 
and eye in preference to being 
consigned to it. 


God Does Not Want You 
to Go There 


Let me make it clear, however, 
that God does not want you to go 
there. 

First of all, it is not His will 
that ANY should perish. He Him- 
self says so. “Not willing that any 
Should perish” (II Pet... 3:9). 
Hence, if you perish and have to 
be consigned to the asylum pre- 
pared for the Devil and his angels, 
it will be your own fault. It is 
not the will of God. 


In the second place, God has 
provided deliverance for you. He 
has redeemed all mankind. Sal- 
vation may™be yours; there is no 
reason, then, why you should ever 
be consigned to the Madhouse of 
the Universe. “Christ . . . is the 
propitiation for ... the sins of 
the whole world’ (I John 2:2). 


In the third place, let me point 
out that He urges you to be saved. 
“Be ye reconciled to God” (II 
5:20). Again and again 
throughout the Scriptures, He 
pleads with you to be reconciled. 
Hence, it is not His plan to put 
you in the asylum that was never 
prepared for you, but if you refuse 
to be saved, He has no alternative 
but to send you there. 


Who Are the Insane? 


Now who are the insane? That 
is the important question and I 
want to make five suggestions, 
if I may, so that you can decide 
whether or not YOU are insane. 

First of all, the man is insane 
who prepares for the present and 
not for the future. 

You remember the rich fool. He 
stored up his grain in his barns; 
he made an abundant provision 
for the present; he felt satisfied 
that he had all that he needed for 
the rest of his life, yet God pro- 
nounced him a fool; God called 
him a lunatic and told him that 
that very night his soul would be 
required of him. Why -was he in- 
sane? Not because he was wealthy, 
not because he had worked hard, 
not because he had saved; but 
because he had made no prep- 
aration for the future. The prep- 
aration he made was for the pres- 
ent. He gave no thought to his 
soul. His only thought was for 
his body. Hence God pronounced 
him a lunatic. That man was 
headed for the asylum—the Mad- 
house of the Universe. 


Second, the man is insane who 
thinks he can sin and get away 
with it. 

God has said “Be sure your sin 
will find you out.”’ No man can 
sin and escape punishment. “The 
soul that sinneth it shall die.” 
That is what God says. “The 
wages of sin is death.” This again 
is God’s pronouncement. Hence 
for a man to think that he can 
go on sinning and get away with 
it at last is insanity in itself. That 
man is a lunatic and is headed for 
the Madhouse of the Universe. Are 


you that man? I leave you to 
answer the question. 


Third, the man is insane who 
rejects God’s plan and manufac- 
tures one of his own. 


God has provided for man’s 
Salvation. There is no other way 
of escape. God gave His Son to 
die on Calvary’s cross and to bear 
your sins in order that you might 
not have to bear them. If you re- 
ject God’s plan and manufacture 
one of your own, whether it be 
one of works or religion, or any- 
thing else, you are most assuredly 
insane. Why not accept the God- 
provided plan? Why try to invent 
one of your own? 

Do you really think that your 
plan is better than God’s? Have 
you an idea that you can become 
so religious that you can escape 
God’s asylum? Or do you think 
that by living a good life you can 
become sane and thus never have 
to be consigned to the Madhouse 
of the Universe? Away with such 
a thought! God is not going to al- 
low you to substitute your plan 
for His. There is no other way. 
You must come through Christ as 
a poor, helpless, Hell-deserving 
sinner, or not at all. 

Fourth, the man is insane who 
puts off his salvation until his 
deathbed. 


I know the thief was saved on 
the cross just before he died, but 
may I point out that the other 
thief was not. Therefore you are 
taking a terrible chance. I do not 
believe the thief ever had another 
chance. Probably the first time 
he met the Lord Jesus Christ was 
when he saw Him hanging by his 
side on the accursed tree. But 
you have heard the message again 
and again. Time after time God’s 
servants have pleaded with you to 
be reconciled to God, yet you have 
gone on in your rebellion and re- 
jection, refusing God’s offer of 
mercy. 

You have an iaea that you can 
accept Jesus Christ on your death- 
bed. I would not take that chance 
for all the world. It has been my 
privilege to visit a great many of 
my parishioners who have passed 
on into the other ‘life, and I want 
to bear testimony to the fact that 
in most cases they were far too 
weak at the end to even think 
about making a decision for the 
Lord Jesus Christ. Many who are 
dying are kept under drugs; their 
minds are confused; they cannot 
think aright. How, then, can they 
make such a momentous decision? 


My friend, any moment you may 
be cut off. Little did the rich fool 
think that he would be called to 
an account that very night. On 
every side we are surrounded by 
accidents. In this mechanized 
world the newspaper is simply 
filled with reports of accidental 
deaths. Are you going to take a 
chance? You are insane if you do, 
and if you should be cut off with- 
out warning, remember, you will 
go to the Madhouse of the Uni- 
verse. 

These then are the men and the 
women who are insane, and if they 
are insane now, and if they die in 
their insanity, what can God do 
but assign them to His asylum, 
where all must go who are spirit- 
ually insane? It would be impos- 
sible for God to allow them to as- 
sociate with those who are spirit- 
ually sane. They would have noth- 
ing in common with them. Hence 
He has to separate them, and the 
only plan He has is to send them 
to Gehenna, the place ‘we call 
Hell, where the Devil and his 
angels are to be consigned; there 
to be eternally separated from 
those who have accepted Jesus 
Christ, and are therefore sane in 
the sight of God. 

Jesus speaks of the tares being 
gathered and buryged in the fire, 
then He says, “So shall it be in 
the end of this world,” or, as it 
is in the original, “at the end of 
this age.” He Himself will send 
forth His angels. They are the 
only ones who can _ distinguish 
the sane from the insane. First of 
all, they will gather out of His 
kingdom all that offend and those 
who practice iniquity. They will 
be cast into a furnace of fire, 
namely, God’s asylum, the Mad- 
house of the Universe, and there, 
the Lord says “shall be wailing 
and gnashing of teeth.” 

After that He tells us about the 
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sane, and He calls the sane the | 
righteous. He says that they are | 
to shine forth as the sun in the) 
kingdom of their Father. The| 
great division has taken place. The | 
insane have been separated from | 
the sane and now those, by God | 
pronounced sane, are to dwell to-| 
gether, shining as the sun through | 
all the countless ages of eternity. | 

My friend, to which group do| 
you belong? Are you sane or in- | 
sane? Will you spend your etern- | 
ity with the sane or insane? Will | 
you spend your eternity with the | 
sane in the Kingdom of God, or | 
will you be consigned to the Mad- 
house of the Universe? 


They Were Insane 


Thomas Paine was insane. He 
would call out during his parox- | 
ysms of distress, without inter- 
mission, “O Lord, help me! God, 
help me! Jesus Christ, help me! O 
Lord, help me!” ete., repeating | 
the same expressions without the | 
least variations, in a tone that. 
would alarm the house. That is a 
picture of an insane man. He was) 
insane before he died, hence he 
has gone to the place of the in-| 
sane. 


Voltaire was insane. For three 
months, remorse, reproach and 
blasphemy, all accompanied and 
characterized the long agony of 
the dying atheist. His death, the 
most terrible that is ever recorded 
of a stricken and impious man, 
will not be denied even by his 
companions in impiety. Rage suc- 
ceeded to fury, and fury to rage 
again. The conspirators could hear 


him, the prey of anguish and) 
dread, alternately supplicating or | 
blaspheming that God whom he 
had conspired against; and in) 
plaintive accents would he cry out, 
“O Christ! O Jesus Christ!” and) 
then complain that he was aban- | 
doned by God and man. His phy- 
sicians, thunder-struck, retired, | 
declaring the death of the impious 
man to be terrible indeed. These 
were the cries of insanity. Vol- 
taire spent his life as an insane 
man, then went to the Madhouse 
of the Universe. 


Francis Newport was also in- 
sane. At the end of his life he 
wrote: “How idle is it to bid the 
fire not to burn when fuel is ad- 
ministered, and to command the 
sea to be smooth in the midst of a 
storm! Such is my case. Whither 
am I going? Damned and lost) 
forever!’ His voice failed and oid 


began to struggle and gasp for 
breath; which, having recovered, 
with a groan dreadful and horrid, 
as if it had been more than hu- 
man, cried out, “Oh, the insuffer- 
able pangs of Hell and damna- 
tion!” and then expired.
